FIGHTING CATTLE PLAGUE 


Inspectors Killing Infected Animals Ai 
Fast As Found. 
Philadelphia, Nov. 24.—In their ef­ 
forts to prevent the spread of the 
aphthous fever among oaipile in this 
city following the discovery of a num­ 
ber of cases, the authorities destroyed 
a number of cows and sheop that had 
been in contact with animals found to 
be suffering from the disease. 
The 
cattle were killed, thrown into large 
trenches and covered with Quicklime, 
after which cord wood was piled over 
them and burned. No more cases have 
been reported here, but a report from 
Danville, where the state and federa 
ofllcers have been making their head 
quarters, states that new cases have 
been discovered In Dauphin. Potter 
and the southern end of Northumber­ 
land county. It was also reported that 
the disease had made its appearance 
among hogs in Westmoreland county 
and that several had died from the 
fever. Inspectors were at once sent to 
the localities. It was also stated that 
eighteen cattle had been killed at Wil 
listown, Chester county, where several 
animals had been found suffering with 
the fever.

The Japanese 
water root and the Chinese water 
chestnut, both of which can be bought 
at very reasonable rates in a Chinese 
grocery, are vegetables which tempt 
many who like new and varied dishes. 
They are crisp and delicate in flavor 
and are good eaten from the hand 
like radishes. 


A tidbit well known to the average 


epicure and much relished is the oys- 
ter crab, which will soon be in sea- 
son. The oyster crab is a tiny crab 
which lodges within the shell and 
takes on the flavor of the oyster. The 
largest specimens are no larger than 
a dime, and they are generally i&uch 
smaller. 


A trick of the epicure which few 


know is the way he manages to have 
his oranges so fresh looking and tast- 
ing. He has made a study of foods, 
and by observing he has learned 
many things. The trick^ which Is a 
good one to remember, is"to massage 
and bathe oranges just as soon aa 
they are bought. The idea is of Chi- 
nese origin. In China, when the or- 
ange crop is harvested, the fruit is 
laid for a short time in a bath of 
water, after which it is scrubbed with 
a brush and aired. It is claimed that 
an orange not treated this way loses 
its oil and soon begins to turn brown 
and shrivel. In California the Chi- 
nese coolies taught the trick to some 
of the ranchmen, and to those who 
do not know how it is done it is a 
marvel how bright looking and fresh

ANCIENT SCONE PALACE. 


Modern Improvements In the Crown- 
ing Place of Scotch Kings. 


One of tho finest old Scottish resi- 
dences is Scone palace, near Perth, the 
ancient centre of the Plctish capital, 
former crowning place of the kings of 
Scotland, and now the residence of the 
Earl of Mansfield, representative 
of 
the ancient family of Stormont. 


Although the old abbey of Scone was 
destroyed several hundred years ago 
and the site Is now occupied by a com- 
paratively modern building, much of 
ancient assocUtlon 
has 
been 
pre* 
served and the palace Is still a noble 
and venerable looking pile, Its dull red 
castellated towers backed by luxuriant 
woods and facing over stretches of 
roling green park, the meeting place 
of the Almond and Tay. 


The great gallery of Scone, which 
Is 160 feet long, occupies the place of 
the old 
hall 
where 
kings 
were 
crowned In days of yore, the coronar 
tlon of Charles II. having taken place 
there in 1651 and that of the Cheva- 
lier St. 
Georgo 
in 
"the 
Fifteen." 
Among the valued relics of the house 
are Che old four post bed used by 
James VI., and another with hangings 
of richly wrought velvet, said to have 
been the work of the fair but ill fated 
Queen Mary during hor imprisonment 
at Lochleven. 
^ Even of later years Scone has been 
honored by the visits of- royalty, her 
late Majesty Queen Victoria 
having 
paid quite a long visit at the palace 
in 1842, the occasion of her first visit 
to Perth, and again after the death of 
the prince consort. The present earl 
has done wonders for the palacQ In 
the way of Introduced 
modern 
im- 
provements. both within and without, 
and bringing the domestic 
arrange- 
ments up to date in every way.

The variety of queer foods for sale 
In tho New York markets is perhaps 
the best proof of the cosmopolitan 
character of the city, and the domani 
for some articles, coming as It doe» 
from native New Yorkers, is a pretty 
fair Indication that the blood of many 
nations runs In the veins of the aver- 
age American. 
An Englishman will 
stick to his roast beef as his grand- 
father and great-grandfather did be- 
fore him, the Frenchman, th« Ger- 
man, the Italian, and representatives 
of other foreign countries like their 
native foods, no matter what country 
happens to bo their hom«, but the 
American likes a little of everything, 
and will hail anything that is new 
and novel In the way of things to eat. 
So great is his desire and his curiosity 
In this regard that be will go prowl- 
ing among the markets 
maintained 
by foreigners for the trade of foreign 
citizens colonized in New York 
to 
stock bis larder with the delicacies 
which other and older nations have 
used and pronounced good. 


History tells us 
that 
Confucius 
liked sharks' fins and sea-slugs and 
birds' nests. 
Well and good. 
If a 
man with an intellect like that of the 
great 
Chinese 
philosopher 
found 
these, to us, unusual foods palatable, 
they must be worth trying. 
Then 
there are the preserved grape leaves, 
the pickled 
squash, and 
the 
dried 
okra of the Syrians. 
These people 
of the Orient were civilized long be- 
fore America was even thought 
of 
being discovered, so there Is no rea- 
son, argues the epicure, why their 
knowledge and choice of foods should 
not be well worth investigating. 
The 
other countries 
have 
their 
special 
delicacies which, if they are sought 
out, appeal to the universal taste and 
form an agreeable and 
Inexpensive 
addition to the dally menu of the 
average mortal who must eat. 
Bear 
steak from the West, kangaroo tails 
pickled, which come from Australia, 
preserved gold fish from 
the 
Nile, 
canned abalone from California, and 
dried goose from Sweden are only a 
few of the queer foods kept for sale 
In the New York markets and sold in 
quantities every day. 


Until recently people who relishad 
snails were regarded with sentiment)? 
which savored of disgust; but that 
notion has changed, and at the pres- 
ent time that delicacy can be pro- 
cured in almost any of the first class 
hotel and cafes In 
York. 
To the 
one wbo knows, there are few more 
succulent foods to be found in New 
York than can be bought in the for- 
eign colonies. 
A variety of cheese, 
delicious and rare, and which cannot 
be found In any of the up-town stores 
kept by Americans, can be bought 
at any grocery in "little Italy," Dried 
chestnuts, which are favorites ot the 
Italian cook, and bacou which has 
been imported from Italy, and which 
has a flavor unlike any other bacon, 
are a few of the articles which at- 
tract the seeker of unusual foods, 
A 
delicacy unrivalled as a relish Is the 
dried goose fleshy which qan be found 
only in a certain grocery which caters 
to the Swedish trade and makes 
a 
specialty of foods from Sweden. 
In 
the Chinese quarter the epicure finds 
a quantity of native grown and Im- 
ported articles which tickle the palate 
and nourish the body. 
A dish which 
caused considerable curiosity In an 
American home was rice macaroni, 
which is a staple article of diet with 
the Chinese. 
The macaroni comes in 
bundles, and it Is In long, curly sticks 
of milky white, very clean and dainty 
looking. 
Dried 
oysters, 
plump, 
brown, and shiny, are another curi- 
osity which, if properly cooked,., are 
well worth trying. 
The oysters 
are 
imported. 
In China the oysters are 
ted with the peanut pulp from which 
the oil has been extracted, and their 
flavor 
from this diet 
is 
extremely 
pleasant and very different from that 
of ther oysters. 


The canned abalone, which is pret- 
ty generally known as a shell 
fish, 
with beautiful mother-of-pearl shell 
with a row of perforations along the 
edge, is largely a California product, 
and is a delicious and delicate 
sea 
food which differs from other 
fish, 
and Is something like a combination 
of lobster and chicken. 
A vegetable 
called the "Chinese market specialty," 
and much sought by the epicure, is 
bean sprouts, which are sold in any 
quantity, ana which In their delicate 
green-wblte tenderness are delicious 
us a cooked salad. 
Sharks* fins and 
tho birds' nests Are simply a gela-- 
tinous matter per/eptly clean, 
but 
somewhat tasteless to 
the 
average 
palate, although wlien cooked 
with 
other Ingredients they 
are 
savory 
enough. 
In *JltUe Syria" 
fish which 
can be bought only from the Syrian 
importers Is in demand by those who 
know About them. 
It is called the 
sanmoura, pr sacred fish from 
the 
Nile, 
It Js preserved In oil, and In 
flavor 
and .delicacy the epicure de- 
clares that it outrivals even the fam- 
ous pompano pf the South Atlantic 
coast. 
An oil made from the sesame 
seed is the principal Ingredient In a 
sauce which has made a certain chef 
Jn a Fifth avenue establishment. The 
oil Is cheap and is simple to use, be- 
ing mixed only with a little lemon 
juice And parsley to render it ready 
for a salad dressing or a sauce for 
fish. 


In the Syrian quarter there Is 
a 
grape honey especially good for chil- 
dren, and much used by all Syrlaii 
families and also American families 
that know about It, 
This honey 
is 
made frpm grapes, iind Js rather 
a 
thick syrup. 
Strings of dried okra 
adorn the Syrian groceries, and dried 
okra is very good; but, when it can 
be procured fresh almost the year 
round iu the large markets of the 


p e a r l s 
g f ^ t h ò u q h t . 


city, it seems unnecessary to keep it 
dried. 


There is an 
Austrian 
sea 
slug 
wlilch is not especially recommended, 
although it 1« sold in rather larg« 
quantities every day. 
It Is a species 
of shell fish without á shell, for It l3 
covered with a tough skin. 
The sl'.g 
is about four inches long and three 
in circumference, and has white flesh. 
The slug is also found for sale in 
the 
Chinese 
quarter, where 
It 
Is 
dried like oysters. 
With the Chinese 
and the Japanese there are any num- 
ber oí fresh vegetables, which ar« 
grown in native gardens from Im-» 
ported plants, and they are so differ- 
ent from our vegetables that many 
think them worth a trial. 
Several of 
them, especially the turnips, make a 
salad relished by all Americans. 
At 
a banquet given not long ago 
at 
Wood's Hole, Mass., Dr. I. A. Field, 
of Harvard, made an excursion into 
culinary art, and figured as guest and 
chef at a dinner given to sixty biolo? 
gists, representing nearly 
all 
the 
Eastern colleges and universities. The 
dinner was given to prove that the 
despised squid, the sea snail and the 
sand lance of the Atlantic coast are 
food fit for any table, 
As the emin- 
ent professors"Hnd doctors found that 
these foods were both succulent and 
nutritious, and that they abound In 
limitless quantities along the coast, 
It may be expected that our markets 
will soon add to their already large 
assortment of odd things the whelk, 
the sand lance and the native sea- 
slug. 


Another new vegetable which was 
discovered In a Fifth avenue shop 
bids fair to be a favorite with epicu- 
rean New Yorkers. 
It Is the "chay- 
óte," which comes from Costa Rica. 
The chayóte Is a vegetable that grows 
on a vine like a cucumber. 
It Is of a 
delicious flavor and Is eaten baked, 
stuffed or as a salad. 
The Japanese 
water root and the Chinese 
water 
chestnut, both of which can be bought 
at very reasonable rates in a Chinese 
grocery, are vegetables which tempt 
many who like new and varied dishes. 
They are crisp and delicate In 
flavor 
and are good eaten from the hand 
like radishes. 


A tidbit well known to the average 
epicure and much relished Is the oys- 
ter crab, which will soon be In sea- 
son. 
The oyster crab Is a tiny crab 
which lodges within the shell 
and 
takes on the flavor of the oyster. The 
largest specimens are no larger than 
a dime, and they are generally much 
smaller, 


A trick of the epicure which few 
know is the way he manages to have 
his oranges so fresh looking and tast- 
ing. 
He has made a study of foods, 
and by observing 
he 
has 
learned 
many things. 
The trick, which Is a 
good one to remember, is'to massage 
and bathe oranges just as soon as 
they are bought. 
The idea is of Chi 
nese origin. 
In China, when the or 
ange crop Is harvested, the fruit Is 
laid for a short time In a bath of 
water, after which It is scrubbed with 
a brush and aired. 
It is claimed that 
an orange not treated this way loses 
Its oil and soon begins to turn brown 
and shrivel. 
In California the Chi 
nese coolies taught the trick to some 
of the ranchmen, and to those who 
do not know how It Is done It is a 
marvel how bright looking and fresh 
tasting are the oranges which have 
been long packed away. 
One serving 
oranges will ftnd It a good plan to 
massage and bathe them, then give 
them an extra 
fifteen-minute 
bath in 
ice water before serving. 
After this 
treatment, 
when peeled 
the 
fruit 
seems as fresh from the tree. 
Special 
orange brushes are sold in Chinatown 
for this use.—Harriet Qulmby, In Les 
lie's Weekly.

ANCIENT SCONE PALACE. 


Modern Improvements In the Crown­ 
ing Place of Scotch Kings. 
One of the finest old Scottish resi­ 
dences is Scone palace, near Perth, the 
ancient centre of the Pictlah capital, 
former crowning place of the kings of 
Scotland, and now the residence of tho 
Earl of Mansfield, representative 
of 
the ancient family of Stormont. 
Although the old abbey of Scone was 
destroyed several hundred years ago 
and the site is now occupied by a com­ 
paratively modern building, much of 
ancient association has 
been 
pre­ 
served and the palace Is still a noble 
and venerable looking pile, Its dull red 
castellated towers backed by luxuriant 
woods and facing over stretchcs of 
rollng green park, the meeting place 
of the Almond and Tay. 
The great gallery of Scone, Avhlch 
Is 160 feet long, occupies tho place of 
the old 
hall 
where 
kings 
were 
crowned In days of yore, the coronar 
tlon of Charles II, having taken placo 
there In 1651 and that of the Cheva­ 
lier St. 
George 
In 
"the 
Fifteen." 
Among the valued relics of the house 
are the old four post bed used by 
James VI., and another with hangings 
of richly wrought velvet, said to have 
been the work of the fair but ill fated 
Queen Mary during her imprisonment 
at Lfochleven. 
' Even of later years Scone has been 
honored by the visits of* royalty, her 
late Majesty Queen Victoria 
having 
paid quite a long visit at the palace 
In 1842, the occasion of her first visit 
to Perth, and again after the death of 
the prince consort. The present earl 
has done wonders for the palace in 
the way of Introduced 
modern 
im­ 
provements, both within and without, 
and bringing the domestic arrange­ 
ments up to date in overy way.

The variety of queer foods for sale 
fn tho New York markets Is perhaps 
the best proof of tho cosmopolitan 
character of the city, and the domancf 
for some articles, coming as it doe» 
from native New Yorkers, is a pretty 
fair indication that the blood of many 
nations runs In the veins of the aver­ 
age American. 
An Englishman will 
stick to his roast beef as his grand­ 
father and great-grandfather did be­ 
fore him, the Frenchman, th« Ger­ 
man, the Italian, and representatives 
of other foreign countries like their 
native foods, no matter what country 
happens to bo their home, but the 
American likes a little of everything» 
and will hail anything that is new 
and novel In the way of things to eat. 
So great Is his desire and his curiosity 
in this regard that h« will go prowl­ 
ing among the markets maintained 
by foreigners for the trade of foreign 
citizens colonized In New York to 
stock his larder with the delicacies 
which other and older nations have 
used and pronounced good. 
History tells us that Confucius 
liked sharks’ flns and sea-slugs and 
birds’ nests. 
Well and good. 
If a 
man with an intellect like that of the 
great 
Chinese 
philosopher 
found 
these, to us, unusual foods palatable, 
they must be worth trying. 
Then 
there are the preserved grape leaves, 
the pickled squash, and the dried 
okra of the Syrians. 
These people 
of the Orient were civilized long be­ 
fore America was even thought of 
being discovered, so there Is no rea­ 
son, argues the epicure, why their 
knowledge and choice of foods should 
not be well worth Investigating. Tho 
other countries have their special 
delicacies which. If they are sought 
out, appeal to the universal taste and 
form an agreeable and Inexpensive 
addition to the dally menu of the 
average mortal who must eat. Bear 
steak from the West, kangaroo tails 
pickled, which come from Australia, 
preserved gold fish from the Nile, 
canned abalone from California, and 
dried goose from Sweden are only a 
few of the queer foods kept for sale 
In the New York markets and sold in 
Quantities every day. 
Until recently people who relished 
snails were regarded with sentiments 
which savored pf disgust; but that 
notion has changed, and at the pres­ 
ent time that delicacy can be pro­ 
cured In almost any of the first class 
hotel and cafes In New York. To the 
one who knows, there are few more 
succulent foods to be found in New 
York than can be bought In the for­ 
eign colonies. 
A variety of cheese, 
delicious and rare, and which cannot 
be found In any of the up-town stores 
kept by Americans, can be bought 
at any grocery in “little Italy." Dried 
chestnuts, which are favorites ot the 
Italian cook, and bacon which has 
been Imported from Italy, and which 
has a flavor unlike any other bacon, 
are a few of the articles which at­ 
tract the seeker of unusual foods. A 
delicacy unrivalled as a relish Is the 
dried goose flesh, which can be found 
only in a certain grocery which caters 
to the Swedish trade and makes a 
specialty of foods from Sweden. 
In 
the Chinese quarter the epicure finds 
a quantity of native grown and im­ 
ported articles which tickle the palate 
and nourish the body. 
A dish which 
caused considerable curiosity In an 
American home was rice macaroni, 
which Is a staple article of diet with 
the Chinese. The macaroni comes In 
bundles, and It Is In long, curly sticks 
of jnilky white, very clean and dainty 
looking. 
Dried 
oysters, 
plump, 
brown, and shiny, are another curi­ 
osity which. If properly cooked,., are 
well worth trying. 
The oysters are 
Imported, 
In China the oysters are 
fed with the peanut pulp from which 
the oil has been extracted, and their 
flavor from this diet Is extremely 
pleasant and very different from that 
of ther oysters. 
The canned abalone, which is pret­ 
ty generally known as a shell fish, 
with beautiful mother-of-pearl shell 
with a row of perforations along the 
edge, Is largely a California product, 
and is a delicious and delicato sea 
food which differs from other fish, 
and Is something like a combination 
of lobster and chicken. 
A vegetable 
called the “Chinese market specialty,’' 
and much sought by the epicure, is 
bean sprouts, which are sold in any 
quantity, and which In their delicate 
green-white tenderness are delicious 
as a cooked salad. 
Sharks' fins and 
tho birds’ nests Are simply a gela'^ 
tinous matter perfectly clean, 
but 
somewhat tasteless to tho average 
palate, although ivhen cooked with 
other Ingredients they aro savory 
enough. In ‘little Syria" a fish whlcU 
can be bought only from the Syrian 
Importers is In demand by those who 
know about them. 
It Is called the 
sanmoura, pr «acred fish from the 
Nile, 
It is preserved In oil, and iu 
flavor and .delicacy the epicure de­ 
clares that it outrivals even the fam­ 
ous pompano of the South Atlantic 
coast. 
An oil made from the sesame 
seed Is the principal Ingredient In a 
sauce which has made a certain chef 
in a Fifth avenue establishment. The 
oil is cheap and is simple to use, be­ 
ing mixed only with a little lemon 
juice and parsley to render It ready 
for a salad dressing or a sauce for 
fish. 
In the Syrian quarter there is a 
grape honey especially good for chil­ 
dren, and much used by all Syrlau 
families and also American families 
that know about It. 
This honey is 
made from grapes, and Is rather a 
thick syrup. 
Strings of dried okra 
adorn the Syrian groceries, and dried 
okra is very good; but, when It can 
be iM’ocured fresh almost the year 
round In the large markets of the 


city, it seems unnecessary to keep it 
dried. 
There is an Austrian sea 
slug 
wLlch Is not especially recommended, 
although It Is sold in rather larg« 
quantities every day. 
It is a species 
of shell fish without á shell, for it la 
covered with a tough skin. The sl«.g 
is about four inches long and three 
In circumference, and has white flesh. 
Tho slug is also found for sale in 
the Chinese quarter, where it Is 
dried like oysters. With the Chinese 
and the Japanese there are any num­ 
ber ot fresh vegetables, which are 
grown In native gardens from Im­ 
ported plants, and they are so differ­ 
ent from our vegetables that many 
think them worth a trial. Several ol 
them, especially the turnips, make a 
salad relished by all Americans. At 
a banquet given not long ago at 
Wood’s Hole, Mass., Dr. I. A. Field, 
of Harvard, made an excursion into 
culinary art, and figured as guest and 
chef at a dinner given to sixty blolof 
gists, representing nearly all 
the 
Eastern colleges and universities. The 
dinner was given to prove that tho 
despised squid, the sea snail and tho 
sand lance ot the Atlantic coast are 
food fit for any table. 
As the emin­ 
ent professors*iind doctors found that 
these foods were both succulent and 
nutritious, and that they abound In 
limitless quantities along the coast, 
it may be expected that our markets 
will soon add to their already large 
assortment of odd things the whelk, 
the sand lance and the native sea* 
slug. 
Another new vegetable which was 
discovered in a Fifth avenue shop 
bids fair to be a favorite with epicu­ 
rean New Yorkers. 
It is the “chay­ 
óte," which comes from Costa Rica. 
The chayóte Is a vegetable that grows 
on a vine like a cucumber. It Is of a 
delicious flavor and is eaten baked, 
stuffed or as a salad. 
The Japanese 
water root and the Chinese water 
chestnut, both of which can be bought 
at very reasonable rates in a Chinese 
grocery, are vegetables which tempt 
many who like new and varied dishes. 
They are crisp and delicate In flavor 
and are good eaten from the hand 
like radishes. 
A tidbit well known to the average 
epicure and much relished is the oys­ 
ter crab, which will soon be in sea­ 
son. 
The oyster crab Is a tiny crab 
which lodges within the shell and 
takes on the flavor ot the oyster. The 
largest specimens are no larger than 
a dime, and they are generally n^uch 
smaller. 
A trick of the epicure which few 
know is the way he manages to have 
his oranges so fresh looking and tast­ 
ing. 
He has made a study of foods, 
and by observing he has learned 
many things. 
The trick, which la a 
good one to remember, Is^ to massage 
and bathe oranges just as soon aa 
they are bought. The Idea Is of Chi­ 
nese origin. 
In China, when the or­ 
ange crop Is harvested, the fruit Is 
laid for a short time in a bath of 
water, after which It Is scrubbed with 
a brush and aired. It Is claimed that 
an orange not treated this way loses 
Its oil and soon begins to turn brown 
and shrivel. 
In California the Chi­ 
nese coolies taught the trick to some 
of the ranchmen, and to those who 
do not know how It Is done It is a 
marvel how bright looking and fresh 
tasting are the oranges which have 
been long packed awaj^. One serving 
oranges will find It a* good plan to 
massage and bathe them, then give 
them an extra fifteen-minute bath In 
Ice water before serving. 
After this 
treatment, when peeled 
the 
fruit 
seems as fresh from the tree. Special 
orange brushes are sold In Chinatown 
for this use.— Harriet QuImby, In Les­ 
lie’s Weekly.

It Kay be Interesting to note some 
marked differences in plowing nieth- 
ods. 
On the S-OtOOO-acre wheat farms 
of the Pacific Coast plowing is dono 
by engine power drawn by from twen- 
ty to forty horses, and operated by 
from four to eight men. Such a plow- 
ing machine will turn up the soil, 
harrov/, seed and roll in one simnlta- 
noous operation, one swath as it were, 
at the rate of from fifteen to forty 
acres a day, according to the power 
of the machine. 


While such plows are used In the 
Far West, down in the Black Belt of 
the F a r East and in the mountains of 
the Southern States may be found 
old-time plowing — a single mold- 
board drawui by a single lonely ox. 
In the Middle West and the North- 
west, for the most part, will be found 
from single to sir-team plows with 
c o r r e s j ^ d i n g number of plowshares. 
In 
many sections where alfalfa is 
grown to enrich the soil, as in the 
South, the process of preparation is 
more profitable than grain 
growing 
itself. 
Once alfalfa makes good in 
the South it means three or four cut- 
tings a year of a ton or two tons

THE CATTLE DISEASE. 


Local stockmen, butchers, dairymen 


and farmers—in fact the public in general

of aphthous fever, or foot and mouth die- 
ease, among cattle in this State. The "ep- 
izootic," aeeorne call the disease, forshort, 
hae now appeared in nine counties of 
Pennsylvania, and the Federal Govern- 
ment has declared a quarantine against 
the shipment of cattle out of and into .New 
York and Pennsylvania. The Britisn Gov- 
ernment has announced an embargo 
against all cattle, hay and straw shipped 
from Pennsylvania- The epizootic is be- 
ing fought by State and Federal veterina 
rians in this State, and additional aid has 
betn called for from the Federal Govern- 
ment by State Veterinarian Peoreon. The 
cattle yards at Buffalo have been ordered 
closed. This action, cattle experts declare, 
might mean the loss of millions of dollars 
in the beef industry. The fever produce?

TH E CATTLE DISEASE. 


I^ocal stockmen, 
butchers, dairymen 
and farmers—in fact the public in general

has now appeared in nine counties of 
Pennsylvania, and the Federal Goverr- 
ment has declared a quarantine against 
the shipment of cattlc out of and into New

against all cattle, hay and straw shipped 
from Pennsylvania. 
The epizootic is be- 
ing fought by State and Fcilernl veterina 
rians in this State, and additional aid has 
been called for from the Federal Govern- 
ment by State Veterinarian Peorson. The 
cattle yards at Buffalo have been ordered 
doped.

The theory advanced is 
that Bicking made an attempt to turn on 
the electric lights and in doing so came in 
contact with another wire, w’iiich would 
furnish 2,200 volts. 
He is survived by 
his wife and four children. 


THE CATTLE DISEASE. 
I^iOcal Btockmen, butchers, dairymen 
and farmers—in fact tho public in goneral 
—are greatly interested in tho outbreak 
of aphthous fever, or foot and mouth dis­ 
ease, among cattle in this State. Tho “ep­ 
izootic,’* afisomocall thedisease, forshort, 
has now appeared in nine counties of 
Pennsylvania, and the Federal Goverr 
ment has declared a quarantine against 
the shipment of cattle out of and into New 
York and Pennsylvania. The Britisn Gov* 
eminent has announced a n embargo 
againat all cattle, hay and straw shipped 
from Pennsylvania. The epizootic is be­ 
ing fought by State and Federal veterina 
rians in this State, and additional aid has 
been called for from tho Federal Govern­ 
ment by State Veterinarian Peorson. The 
cattle yards at Buffalo have been ordered 
closed. This action, cattle experts declare, 
might mean the loss of millions of dollars 
in the beef industry. The fever produces 
an eruption, not unlike a water blister, 
around the lips, mouth and neck of the 
cattle, and it also affects their hoofs and 
udders. A discharge from the affected 
area may drop about stables and spots 
where the animals are herded and cared 
for, becoming by contact with other ani­ 
mals a sure agency of infection,* At pres­ 
ent there is no preventive eerum or inoc­ 
ulation method which may be used to 
guard against the disease, as in the case 
of anthrax. 
Dr. John W. Adams said at the Univer­ 
sity of Pennsylvania that swine, sheep, 
goats and domestic animals, such as cats 
and dogs, were quite susceptible to the 
disease, and that human beings could be 
attacked, though the mortality rate for 
the malady with the human race was 
small.

This has been long suspectod, 
but, in order to arrive at Bome well- 
based conclusions relative to its origin, 
Dr. George P. Merrill, head of the de­ 
partment of geology of the Smithson­ 
ian Institution, has recently spent sev­ 
eral weeks on the ground, and he wit­ 
nessed tlie boring of holes nearly SR)0 
feet below the bottom of tlie depres­ 
sion, and these and other investiga­ 
tions tended to confirm the conclusions 
that the hole had been caused by a me­ 
teor hurled from space into this eartli. 


From very early times the wind has 
been used by man as a source of me­ 
chanical power, and so far is It from 
being sup3rseded by other forces that 
projects have recently been put for­ 
ward to utilize it to a far greater ex­ 
tent than ever, especially for oleotrlc 
lighting. With this object in view, an 
investigation of the average state of 
the wind has been made in England. It 
has been found that for approximately 
half the time the mean wind velocity 
is ten miles an hour, and for 
about 
one-third of the time fifteen miles. In 
the winter the averages are higher. Tho 
greater difficulty arises from the calm 
periods, which may last three days or 
even a week; but it has been shown 
that economical lighting plants can be 
based upon wind power by providing 
giasoline motoi^s to take up the work 
whenever the v/ind falls.

QUEER TELEG RA PH POLES. 


Made of Adobe 
in 
Bolivia— Grov/ing 
T rees in Africa Support W ires. 
The most original telegraph line ia 
the world once extended from the cap­ 
ital of Bolivia, La Paz, to the town of 
Oniro. 
In this pant of Bolivia there 
are no growing trees, and wood is so 
difficult to find that even the ordinary 
household furniture of the natives is 
invariably made not of wood but of 
dried mud or adobe. 
So when the war broke out between 
Chili and Bolivia and a telegraph lino 
became urgent it wag adobe that was 
chosen for the queerest telegraph poles 
in existence. These pillars were built 
on stone foundations and 
measured 
about 5 feet square at the base, with 
a height of about 15 feet. 
They v/ere placed at intervals of 
about 3G1 feet, and this held the wire 
at a height sufficient to clear the only 
animals of the country the llama and 
the donkey. 
The total length of the 
line was 156 miles. 
Among other curious telegraph lines 
is the growing pole line erected in 
Uganda by an Einglish engineer, who 
could noit find any dead wood which 
would withstand the white ants and 
hit 
upon the Idea of 
transporting 
growing bark cloth trees to the side 
of the roads and using them as poles. 
This system has been^ used for ten 
years or more. 
In the Dutch East Indies growing 
trees are turned to account also, but 
there a wire is stretched across the 
road between the trees on either side, 
and the insulator is suspended in it» 
middle, and the line is thus over the 
road and clear from vegetation.—Chi- 
cago Tribune.

It supplies practically all of the 


prunes, apricots, lemons, figa and the 
bulk of the oranges grown in Amer- 
ica. Put into figures this -means 175,- 
000 tons of prunes alone, 1,000.000 
boxe» of lemons, nearly 3,000 tons of 
olives, 5,000 tons of figs, 2,500,000 
bushels of peaches and 10,000 tons 
of -walnuts and almonds. 


As So per cent, of the oranges and 


lemons raised in the Stats are dis- 
tributed through the fruit associa- 
tions a.t Los Angelee, the business 
done at this centre, says Moody's 
Magazine, will give an Idea of the 
industry in southern California. 


It aggregates 30,000 cars with a 


value of $17,000,000. An average of 
3,000 car loads of fruit of all kinds 
have been sent daily during the ship- 
ping season out of the thirteen coun- 
ties of which Los Angeles Is the sell- 
Ing centre. 


•In Fresno County, where SO per

Great Progrcc* Made Toward Com- 


pensation for Workmen. 


Austria, Italy, Spain, France, Bel- 


glum, -Holland, Denmark, 
Norway, 


Sweden, Finland, all have industrial 
insurance systems, some of them com- 
pulsory, others voluntary, full-grown 
and well-developed in some cases, in 
other cases merely embryonic, but 
always and everywhere officially rec- 
ognized and earnestly encouraged by 
the national law. 


The idea of Employer's Liability is 


a dying idea in Europe. In some 
countries its obsequies have already 
been performed and in all the others 
the p&ins of dissolution have begun. 


In Great Britain the situation Is 


somewhat different. The English have 
not taken up Compulsory Insurance. 
Their method is what they call Com- 
pulsory Compensation. 
And their ex- 


perience is particularly interesting be- 
cause of the general similarity be- 
tween their -legal institutions and 
ours. 


Iii England, the law does not save 


the employer. It requires no contri- 
butions of any kind on the part of 
the workmen. It makes the employ- 
er pay the whole bill. It gives him 
at most, a week of grace. If an ac- 
cident results In an incapacitation of 
less than a week there is no com- 
pensation to be granted; but as scon 
as the second week begins, compen- 
sation must begin, too, and it the In- 
capacita'tion lasts for two weeks or 
more, then the compensation becomes 
retroactive and must be paid for tha 
first week as well.

The HlxheRt Kallroad flrJcIice. 


A. notable engineering work is now 
being executed in France, and involves 
the construction of a viaduct crossing 
the Sioule Valley, near Vauriat. 
Thia 
structure, known as the Fades Viaduct, 
when completed will be the highest 
railway bridge in the world, the level 
of the rails being 484 feet seven inches 
above the bed of the stream. 
There 
are two granite masonry tower piers 
which are founded on solid rock aijd 
rise to a height of 303 feet. 
These 
piers standing alone have the appear- 
ance 
of 
large chimneys, but their 
function is to support the three steeJ 
spans, w^hich have tho unusual lengths 
of 472 feet five Inches for the centre 
span and 378 feet f$»r each of the ilanlc- 
ing spans. 
The latter connect with 
masonry approach spans formed by cir< 
cular arches. This bridge differs from 
other structures in the use of masonry 
instead of steel for the centre towers, 
and the use of lattice girder-decic spans 
instead of the arch construction of 
•either masoni-y or steel, 
a

method of crossing such a valley.—Uar* 
i w ' s Weekly.

iMillions of Dollars froo Yel-j 
lof Frolt-Packing Oranges 


The State of California s*ecures an 
annual income from Its orchards of 
more than $35.000.000. 
It produce» 
more than one-half of the country's 
<peach crop, a third of the pear crop 
and seven-eights of irh%t are termed 
subtropical fruits. 
It supplier pTactically all of the 
prune», apricots, lemons, figs and the 
•bulk of the oranges grown in Amer- 
lea. Put into figures this «means 175,- 
000 tona of prunes alone, 1,000,000 
bore» of lemons, nearly 3,000 tons of 
olive«, 5,000 tons of fig», 2.500,000 
bushels of peaches and 10,000 tons 
of “walnuts and almonds. 
As S5 per cent, of the oranges and 
lemons raised in the State are di»- 
tributed through the »fruit associa­ 
tions a t Los Angelee, the business 
done at this centre, says Moody’s 
Magazine, will give an idea of the 
industry In southern California. 
It aggregates 30,000 cars with a 
value of $17,000,000. 
An average of 
3,000 car loads of fruit of all kinds 
have been sent daily during the ship­ 
ping season out of the thirteen coun­ 
ties of which Los Ang'eles is the sell­ 
ing centre. 
iln Fresno County, where SO per 
cent, of the raisins cured in Califor­ 
nia are produced, fully 50,000 tons 
will 
be the record 
for 1906, 
the 
revenue from this fruit aggregating 
fuUy $4,000,000. 
Thirty years ago 
not more than 25,000 orange trees 
were in bearing in the 500 miles of 
fruit belt stretching from the foot­ 
hills of Mount Shasta south to .San 
Diego. 
The orchards at the present tim e 
cover more than 75,000 acres, nearly 
all of them being the seedless variety 
raised from two little shoots which 
were .planted at Riverside in 1873. 
The area containing the great or­ 
chards of California con-sists prin­ 
cipally of the Sacramento and 'San 
Joaquin valleys, with what is locally 
termed the 
Los 
Angeles 
country, 
comprising tihe five counties of south­ 
ern California. 
While Irrigation is needed for a 
large proportion of the orchards in 
southern California, the yield in an 
average year is so large and 
the 
financial returns so great that many 
of the companies who control the 
larger orchards could ^ell them at 
a price averaging $2,500 an acre, al­ 
though this land prior to irrigation 
was not worth $5 an acre. 
An investment ranging from $100,- 
000 to $500.000 in a single fruit ranch 
is not uncommon, although there are 
many small individual growers who 
are prospering, since through their 
memb'ership in one of the associa­ 
tions they are enabled to sell their 
•hai*vests to as gheat advantage ah 
their larger competitors. « 
Although oranges will 
ripen 
In 
California nearly every month of the 
year, the harvest season is usually 
from 
November 1 
to June 1. 
As 
fast as a wagon load is picked it is 
sent to the packing house. 
There 
the boxes are credited to the grower, 
then prepared for market. 
H ere the oranges are dumped into 
a long narrow tank, filled with water, 
at one end of which 4s a big wheel 
, with a tire of soft bristles. 
As the 
•wheel revolves the brush works in 
connection 
with 
another 
set 
of 
brueses in a smaller tank underneath, 
and the oranges, after -bobbing about 
in tire big tank, pas-s between the 
wet brushes and come out bright and 
clean. 
At some of the packing houses the 
old method of hand washing 4s still 
in use, and groups of women, each 
^with a brush and a tub of water, 
stand under an awning and scrub 
busily. 
After the bath the oranges 
are spread upon \ongf slanting racks 
to dry in the sun, and from the 
lower end they roll into the boxes 
and are carried into the shade of 
^the warehouse to cure. 
After the hours *of curing they are 
fed into a hopper which drops them 
single file into a belt that runs be­ 
tween revolving cylindrical brushes. 
They come out isleek and shiny, and 
are carried in a belt elevator to the 
sorting table, where they are graded 
into fancy, choice and standard. 
The 
grades are detei*onined by the size 
and appearance. 
Any blemish plice» 
the fruit among the culls. 
This sorting table inclines slight­ 
ly, and the dividing stream pnspes 
in two files upon narrow track* of 
moving ropes, which diverge gradual­ 
ly. The smallest orange»- fall through 
first, the 
larger sizes 
further on, 
grading themselves and falling into 
their proper bins. 
There are a dozen sizes, from the 
small Jones that run 360 to a box, to 
fruft that cannot toe spanned with 
both hands and which pack 48 to 
the box. 
Both 
extreme» are sub­ 
ject to discount from the 
m arket 
price a« off sized. 
Oranges are very tender and must 
be handled with great care. Finger 
nails are kept short, lest a slight 
bruise be made by the skin in hand­ 
ling; and wherever an orange drops 
even an inch or two s-pouts, bins and 
tables are padded. Usually the ware- 
hous’e is on a siding or on the dlreoi 
line of railway, so that the boxe» 


o n be loaded into the

the building without losii of time. ▲

WHAT EUROPE HAS DONE. 


Qreat Progre»» Made Toward Com­ 
pensation for Workmen. 
Austria, Italy, Spain, i'rance. Bel­ 
gium, 
-Holland, 
Denmark, 
Norway, 
Sweden, Finland, all have industrial 
insurance systems, some of them com­ 
pulsory, others voluntary, full-grown 
and well-developed in sohie cases, in 
other cases merely embryonic, but 
always and everyw'here officially rec­ 
ognized and earnestly encouraged by 
the national law. 
The idea of Employer’s Liability Id 
a dying idea In Europe. 
In some 
countries Its obsequies have already 
been performed and in all the others 
the pains of dissolution have began. 
In Great Britain the situation is 
somewhat different. The English have 
not taken up Compulsory Insurance. 
Their method is what they call Com­ 
pulsory Compensation. 
And their ex­ 
perience is particularly interesting be­ 
cause of the general similarity be­ 
tween their ilegal institutions and 
ours. 
In England, the law does not save 
the employer. 
It requires no contri­ 
butions of any kind on the part ot 
the workmen. 
It makes the employ­ 
er pay the Whole 'bill. 
It gives him. 
at most, a week of grace. 
If an ac­ 
cident results in an incapacitation of 
less than a week there is no com­ 
pensation to be granted; but as soon 
as the second w^eek begins, compen­ 
sation m ust beglr, too, and 3f the in- 
capacita'tion lasts for two weeks or 
more, then the compensation becom*es 
retroactive and must be paid for tha 
first week as well. 
And compensation must bo «paid 
no matter how the accident was caus­ 
ed. 
All accidents must be paid for 
by the individual employer himself. 
He is personally"* responsible for all 
accidents that happen to his men. 
The government of 
1897, 
which 
passed the first Workmen’s Compen­ 
sation act, was a Conservative gov­ 
ernment. 
The government of 1900, 
which passed the third and final act 
on the subject, was a Liberal govern­ 
ment, strongly supported by a large 
Labor group in the Hou^e of 'Com­ 
mons. 
It may safely be said that the pol­ 
icy of Workmen’s Compensation has 
been deifinltely and finally accepted 
by both the great English i>artles.—

law.

square yards in size, and is situated 
in the lo^’ely Godo Sound, a famous 
summer resort, three hours sail from 
Bergen. 
About fifteen years ago Mr. 
John Musgrove, an Englishman, spent 
the summer 
at Godo 
Sound 
and 
bought the island, which was then 
a complete w^ilderness. 
He imported 
new turf mould and worked hard un- 


mals and they 
havo 
finally 
been 
brought to a state of perfect docility 
and are now making a good record in 
tho draught service. 
It is believed in East Africa th at 
the practicability of making the ze­ 
bra do the work of tho horse and the 
ox has been demonstrated. 
If It 
were possible the Government would 
rapidly push tho work of tam ing ze­ 
bras and breaking them to harness, 
but unfortunately men who have tho 
peculiar talent and liking for this 
work are few, and so zebra tam ing 
goes on slowly. 
A man named Besser, In tho Ger­ 
man service, Is a sort of genius in 
this line. 
Ho has his own Ideas as 
to the best way to make a useful ser­ 
vant of tho zebra, and* the Govern­ 
ment lets him follow his bent. 
Bessor does not agree with Mr. 
von Schellendorf, the pioneer zebra 
tam er of tho colony, that tho best 
way to catch them is to run the ani­ 
mals Into a corral and keep them 
prisoners, 
gradually 
eliminating 
those that are least promising. Bes­ 
sor wants nothing to do with any of 
tho animals, excepting those he pro­ 
poses to tame, and these are the 
foals a few weeks old. 
He is catch­ 
ing them with a lasso in W estern 
cowboy fashion, and he is the only 
man in the big colony who seems to 
be able to do It. 
It is not easy to do. 
Besser has 
a tough, fleet horse th at served in 
the calvary during the Boer w*ar and 
has been trained to gallop at full 
speed over the plains with the bridle 
on his neck, his direction guided by 
the swerving of his m aster’s body to 
the right or left. 
This horse is the 
zebra chaser. 
It Is Besser’s practice to get Into 
the edge of some grove which herds 
of zebras are likely to approach while 
grazing, and from this cover he sud­ 
denly rushes on horseback. 
The

Ing the story, says that the m oth­ 
ers will not abandon their foals, but 
collecting around them urge them on 
as rapidly as possible and retreat 
with them in the centre.

From very early times the wind haa 
been used by man as a sourco of me- 
chanical po^Ter, and so far is it from 
being auparseded by other forces that 
projeclB have recently been put for- 
ward to utilize it to a far greater ex- 
tent than eref, especially for oleotrlc 
lighting. With this object in view, an 
investigation of the average state of 
the wind has been made in England. It 
has been found that for approximately 
half the time the mean wind velocity 
is ten miles an hour, and for 
about 
one-third of the time fifteen miles. In 
the winter the averages are higher. Tho 
greater difficulty arises from the calm 
periods, which may last three days or 
even a week; but it lias been shown 
that economical lighting plants can be 
based upon wind power by providing 
giasoline motel's to take up the work 
whenever the v/ind falls.

Made of Adobe 
in 
Bolivia—Grov/ing 
Trees in Africa Support Wires. 


Tlie most original telesraph line ia 
the world once extended from the cap- 
ital of Bolivia, La Paz, to the town of 
Omro. 
In this paiit of Bolivia there 
are no growing trees, and wood Is so 
dimcult to find that even the ordinary 
household furniture of the natives is 
invariably made not of wood hut of 
dried mud or adobe. 


So when the war broke out between 
Chili and Bolivia and a telegraph lino 
became urgent it was adobe that was 
chosen for the queerest telegraph polos 
in existence. These pillars were built 
on stone foundations and 
measured 
about 5 feet square at tho base, with 
a height of about 15 feet. 


They vrere placed at intervals of 
about 3G1 feet, and this held the wire 
at a height suflicient to clear the only 
animals of the country the llama and 
the donkey. 
The total length of the 
line was 156 miles. 


Among other curious telegraph lines 
is tho growing pole line erected in 
Uganda by an English engineer, who 
could noit find any dead wood which 
would withstand the white ants and 
hit 
upon the idea of 
transporting 
growing bark cloth trees to the side 
of the roads and using them as poles. 
This system has been- used for ten 
years or more. 


In the Dutch East Indies growing 
trees are turned to account also, but 
there a wire is stretched across th» 
road between the trees on either side, 
and the insulator is suspended in it» 
middle, and the line is thus over th® 
road and clear from vegetation,—Chi- 
cago Tribune.

The State of California secures an 
annual income from Its orchards of 
more than $35.000»000. 
It produces 
more than one-half of the country's 
•peach crop, a third of the pear crop 
and seven-eights of irhat are termed 
subtropical fruits. 


Jt suppliea practically all of the 
prunes, apricotis, lemons, figs and the 
bulk of the oranges grown In Amer- 
ica. Put into figures this means 175,- 
000 ton» of prunes alono, 1,000,000 
boxett of lemons, nearly 3,000 tons of 
olive«, 5^000 tons of figs, 2.6(>0,000 
bushels of peaches and 10,000 tons 
of walnuts and almonds. 


As S5 per cent, of the oranges and 
lemons raised in the State are dis- 
tributed 
through the »fruit associa- 
tions at Los Angeles, the business 
done at this centre, says 
Moody's 
Magazine, -will give an idea of the 
Industry in southern California. 


It aggregates 30,000 cars with ) 
value of $17,000,000. 
An average of 
3,000 car loads of fruit of all kinds 
have been sent daily during the ship- 
ping season out of the thirteen coun- 
ties of which Los Ang-eles is the sell- 
ing centre. 


iln Fresno County, where SO per 
cent, of the raisins cured in Califor- 
nia are produced, fully 50.000 tons 
will 
be 
the 
record 
for 1906, 
the 
revenue from this fruit aggregating 
fully $4,000,000. 
Thirty 
years 
ago 
not more than 25,000 orange trees 
were in bearing In the 500 miles of 
fruit belt stretching from the foot- 
hills of Mount Shasta south to .San 
Diego. 


The orchards at the present time 
cover more than 75,000 acres, nearly 
all of them being the seedless variety 
raised from two little shoots which 
were .planted at Riverside in 1873. 


The area containing the great or- 
chards of 
California consists 
prin- 
cipally of the Sacramento and 'San 
Joaqnin valleys, ^vibh wQiat is locally 
termed 
the 
Los 
Angeles 
country, 
comprising the five counties of south- 
ern California. 


While 'irrigation is needed for a 
large proportion of the orchards In 
southern California, the yield in an 
average yoar is so large and 
the 
financial returns so great that many 
of the companies who control 
the 
larger orchards could ^ell them at 
a price averaging $2,500 an acre, al- 
though this land prior to irrigation 
was not worth $5 an acre. 


An investment ranging from $100,- 
000 to $500.000 in a single fruit ranch 
is not uncommon, although there are 
many small individual growers who 
are prospering, since through their 
membership in one of the associa- 
tions they are enabled to sell their 
'hai-vests to as gheat advantage ah 
their larger competitors. . 


Although 
oranges will 
ripen 
in 
California nearly every month of the 
year, the harvest season is usually 
from 
November 
1 to June 1. 
As 
fast as a wagon load Is picked It Is 
sent to the packing house. 
There 
the boxes are cred'ited to the grower, 
then prepared for market. 


Here the oranges are dumped into 
a long narrow tank, filled with water, 
at one end of which 4s a big wheel 
, witli a tire of soft bristles. 
As the 
•wheel revolves the brush works in 
connection 
with 
another 
set 
of 
brueses in a smaller tank underneath, 
and the oranges, after -bobbing about 
in tire big tank, pas-s between the 
wet brushes and come out bright and 
clean. 


At some of the packing houses the 
old method of hand washing 4s still 
In use, and groups of women, each 
^with a brush and a tub of water, 
stand under 
an awning and 
scrub 
busily. 
After the bath the oranges 
are spread upon loip;, slanting racks 
to dry in the sun, and 
from the 
lower end they roll into the boxes 
and are carried Into the shade of 
^the warehouse to cure. 


After the hours 'of curing they are 
fed into a hopper which drops them 
single file Into a belt that runs be- 
tween revolving cylindrical brushes. 
They come out is-leek and shiny, and 
are carried In a belt elevator to the 
sorting table, where they are graded 
into fancy, choice and standard. 
The 
grades are detemlned 
by the «Ize 
and appearance. 
Any blemish plwjes 
the fruit among the culls. 


This sorting table inclines slight- 
ly, and the dividing stream 
pasres 
In two files upon narrow tracks of 
moving ropes, which diverge gradual- 
ly. The smallest oranges- fall through 
first, 
the 
larger 
sizes 
further 
on, 
grading themselves and falling into 
their proper bins. 


There are a dozen s-lzes, from the 
small iones that run 360 to a box, to 
fruft that cannot ibe spanned 
with 
both hands and which pack 48 to 
the 
box. 
Both 
extreme» 
are 
sub- 
ject to discount from the 
market 
price a« off sized. 


Orange« are very tend-er and must 
be "handled with great care, Finger 
nails are kept short, lest a slight 
bruise be made by the skin in hand- 
ling; and wherever an orange drops 
even an Inch or two s-pouts, bins and 
tables are padded. Usually the ware-

Their method is what they call Com- 
pulsory Compensation. 
And their ex- 
perience Is particularly Interesting be- 
cause of the general similarity be- 
tween their ilegal Institutions 
and 
ours. 


In England, the law does not save 
the employer. 
It requires no contri- 
butions of any kind on the part ot 
the workmen. 
It makes the employ- 
er pay the Whole 'bill. 
It gives him. 
at most, a week of grace. 
If an ac- 
cident results In an Incapacitation of 
less than a week there is no com- 
pensation to be granted; but as soon 
as the second week begins, compen- 
sation must begir, too, and Üf the in- 
capaclta'tion lasts for two weeks or 
more, then the compensation becom'es 
retroactive and must be paid for the 
first week as well. 


And compensation 
must be paid 
no matter how the accident was caus- 
ed. 
All accidents must be paid for 
by the Individual employer himself. 
He Is personally"* responsible for »11 
accidents that happen to his men. 


The government of 
1897, 
which 
passed the first Workmen's Compen- 
sation act, was a Conservative gov- 
ernment. 
The government of 1900. 
which passed the third and final act 
on the subject, was a Liberal gorern- 
ment, strongly supported by a large 
Labor group In the Hou:,e of Com- 
mons, 


It may safely be said that the pol- 
icy of Workmen^s Compensation has 
been dofinifely and 
finally 
accepted 
by both the great English i>arties.—

It Is believed in East Africa that 
the practicability of making the ze- 
bra do the work of tho horse and the 
ox has bpon demonstrated.

but unfortunately men who have tho 
peculiar talent and liking for this 
work are few, and so zebra taming 
goes on slowly, 


A man named Besser, In tho Ger- 
man service, is a sort of genius 
in 
this line. 
Ho has his own Ideas as 
to the best way to make a useful ser- 
vant of tho zebra, and' tho Govern- 
ment lets him follow his bont. 


Besser does not agree with Mr. 
von Schellendorf. the pioneer zebra 
tamer of the colony, that the best 
way to catch them Is to run the ani- 
mals Into a corral and keep them 
prisoners, 
gradually 
eliminating 
those that are least promising. Bes- 
ser wants nothing to do with any of 
tho animals, excepting those he pro- 
• poses to tame, and these are the 
foals a few weeks old. 
He Is catch- 
ing them with a lasso in Western 
cowboy fashion, and he Is the only 
man In the big colony who seems to 
be able to do It. 


It Is not easy to do. 
Besser has 
a tough, fleet horse that served In 
the calvary during the Boer war and 
has been trained to gallop at full 
speed over the plains with the bridle 
on his neck, his direction guided by 
the swerving of his master's body to 
the right or left. 
This horse Is the 
zebra chaser. 


It Is Besser's practice to get Into 
the edge of some grove which herds 
of zebras are likely to approach while 
grazing, and from this cover he sud- 
denly rushes on horseback. 
The 
Deutscherstafrikanische Zeltung. tolU 
Ing the story, says that the 
moth- 
ers will not abandon their foals, but 
collecting around them urge them on 
as rapidly as possible and 
retreat 
with them In the centre. 


Now Besser's troubles begin. 
It Is 
not easy to lasso one of the young, 
because they are much smaller than 
any of the surrounding animals, and 
to aggravate the situation the lords 
of the herd, enraged by this attack 
on Its weaker members and perhaps 
emboldened by the sight of the big 
horse, to whom they may Inpute the 
trouble 
without 
observing 
the 
strange animal 
astride 
him, 
come 
back to bite and kick the horse. 
He 
naturally responds In kind, at some 
peril to his rider, who. Intent upon 
his game, was once unhorsed in this 
proceeding, 


Besser since 
that 
accident 
has 
been ready to meet tho emergency 
with a shot or two from his revol- 
ver, which scatters the males In wild 
flight. 
Sometimes he fails to cap- 
ture a colt, but ho is usually success- 
ful, and has now a fine herd of young 
zebras, whose training beglnr from 
the day of their capture. 


He says it does not take very long 
to win their 
entire 
confidence 
by 
firm but kind treatment, and the task 
grew easier when he was able to turn 
new animals among those whom ho 
had come to handle and fondle as 
he might a dog. 
Ho succeeds evi- 
dently because he Is a born animal 
trainer. 
They learn to feed from his 
hand or basket, and as their training 
advances he leads them by a halter, 
bits them, walks them around with 
harness on their backs and 
finally 
gives them little loads to pull. 
None 
of his herd Is yet large enough for 
actual service. 


Besser is not only enthusiastic over 
the practicability of making the ze- 
bra a work animal but he is also san- 
guine that the crossing of zebras and 
asses, now In the experimental stage, 
will result In a work animal whose 
usefulness will not bo confined 
to 
Africa.

The Ivory Market in London. 


One of the sights of London is the 


great ivory floor at the London docks, 
where, previous to and during - the 
periodical sales, ivory may be seen 
literally by the acre, for the tusks 
are laid out in lots on the floor of 
one of the great warehouses for in- 
spection by intending purchasers. 
For weeks previous to the actual 
sale the special staff of the ivory 
department have been busy prepar- 
ing the various consignments and 
arranging them according to the size 
and quality and classing them into 
the various grades, each of which 
has some particular use for which it 
is especially adapted. 


There is practically no v.-aste in 


the manufacturing of articles from 
ivory. 
The smallest chip is not 


thrown away, but carefully preserved 
to be utilized for some purpose. Even 
the shavings from the turning down 
of a billiard bail have a marked 
value for use in inlaid worfe. 
Con- 


sequently the lots in an ivory sale 
by no means consist of tusks and sec- 
tions of tusks alone, but include the 
residue from many previous sales. 
Buyers purchase the particular class 
i ha: they. requir<=> for their own in- 
dividual industry and subsequently 
return what in most other material 
would be waste to be resold to manu- 
facturers of a 
different class of 


ScoJs. 


Though there is "no waste," oda;y 


enousrh the most important consid- 
eration fro"! a buyer's point cf view 
is "how much waste" will a certain 
lot produce in the course of trans- 
forming it into its own panic-alar 
line? 
Thus, a lot that wouM be 


clear to one would be a gift to an- 
other, and vice versa. 
The most 


valuable class of ivory is tna. suit- 
able for making billiard bails. 
To 


conform 
to the requirements the 


tu?l: must be oprfeetiy sound and 
solid, without the slightest: suspicion 
cf crack or Saw, and. moreover, they 
must measure only a trifle more than 
the regulation size billiard ball or 
they will cut to waste, from the 
7T>anufacturer"s point of view.

the arrival of a consignment of un- 
worked elephant ivory from abroad 
the first preparation 
for the sale 


floor consists of a thorough cleaning 
o: the interior or hollow part of the 
tusk. This is done by means of wads 
attached to long sticks. 
The exact 


length of the hollow is thereby re- 
vealed, and in addition cracks and 
flaws that cannot be observed on the 
exterior 
are 
at 
times 
disclosed. 


Soundness is the one thing 
that 


sways every class of buyer; flaws 
mean waste; v.-aste means resale at 
a lower figure per pound. 


The increasing scarcity, combined 


with the increased demand for ar- 
ticles manufactured or adorned with 
ivory, has had tae inevitable effect 
of increasing the price of the raw 
material. To take billiard ball ivory, 
for instance. 
In 1S70 the price was 


$250 per cwt.. whereas in 1905 the 
same class of ivory was sold for 
SS35. 
In bulb ivory averages about 


$10,000 per ton. 
Each lot is care- 


fully weighed and the exact weight 
marked upon it. 
Extra large tusks 


are exceptional, for ia the majority 
of instances in which a tusk grows 
10 an exceptionally large size, the 
other belonging 10 the same animal 
is found to bs deformed or to have 
been injured or broken off, thus en- 
couraging an abnormal growth. 


Tne record single tusk, so!«l some 


years ago, turned the scale at: the 
enormous weigh- of

pounds. 


The idea that innumerable elephants 
are shot to supply the market with 
ivory is incorrect, as the majority is 
what is known r.s dead ivory; that 
is, tusks cf animals that have died 
from sr.t;;ra! ca;:ses in the bush, 
many of theii i,eri:a;..^ een'.zirics ago. 
Climatic and other influences cause 
the color of tl>e ivory to vary from 
pure white to dark .brown. 
The !r.r- 


ter, 
however, is only a surface dis- 


coloration that can be removed by 
scrapinsr. 
Climate, however. aSects 


the substance ;o a very great de- 
gree, rendering soir.e hard and brit- 
tle, and in other cases increasing the 
liability to crack and split. 
Some 


of the ivory th-it arrives from the 
northern part of central Africa is ex- 
posed to the sun throughout its long 
journey on camels across tae desert, 
and has to be bound up in rawhide 
to protect it and prevent it from 
splitting. 
Trifling as a defect in t>e 


surface may appear to the uninitiat- 
ed, ir may reveal to the expert the 
presence cf disease within, or may 
enormously reduce the value of the 
tusk by rendering it unsuitable for 
some particular class of work.—The 
American Jeweler.

The committee c-n buildings of the 


Board of Education itas submitted for 
approval plans for the new Parental 
School on the road from Flushing to 
Jamaica, about 1.700 feet south of the- 
Xona Heaipstead turnpike, ia the 
Borough, of Queens. 
The present 


plans provide only for the administra- 
tion and school building, three •dorm:- 
tory buildings, power house and farm j 
buildings and a-iJiticnal buiidiags to j 
be erecred from time to time as funds ! 
are available for the purpose. The j 
administratien building will provide 
offices for ihe superintendent or prin- ! 
cipal and his clerks, together with a | 
waiting or reception room for the get:- j 
era! public, accessible directly from i 
the main entrance, tlius isolating th-? j 
public pcrticn c* the executive offices j 
from the schcol, v.-hich occupies the ' 
balance of the structure. 
j

The dormitories or cottages pres- 


ent seme rather unusual features, hav- 
ing been designed only after examiaa- i 
tion cf similar institutions in various J 
parts of the country, made upon tn^r 
declaration of the board in favor of 
the adoption of the cottage system, j 
The committee on special schools in ! 
considering the cost of the structures. 
as well as that for maintenance, final- 
ly recommended the double cottage 
-or dormitory building, and the plans 
for these provide for a structure 121 
feet in length, divided on its centra 
line by 
a. fireproof wall 
running 


through to the roof, thus forming two 
distinct structures, as far as internal 
arrangements go, the only connection 
being through the fire escape which. 
serves both portions. 


The building in its entirety will ac- 


commodate sixty boys, divided into 
tiro equal groups, each, in its own por- 
tion of the building and under its 
•own master and matron. The boys on 
entering 
their 
cottage 
from 
the 


school, farm work or 
play pass 


through a door direct from the play- 
ground. -which is provided at the rear 
of each cottage, througn a 'hallway 
into the basement, where their out- 
door clothing will be removed in a 
large, light dressing room, wherein 
are provided lockers with seats. If 
the clothing or shoes be damp they 
inay readily be dried in a room espe- 
cially designed for the purpose. At 
the rear cf the dressing room there 
has been placed a lavatory, leading 
from which, are two compartments, 
one for shower baths and the other 
for toilets. Each locker has a com- 
partment for shoes, which the boys 
remove and replace with house slip- 
pers or moccasins before they pass 
into the dining room or the dormitor- 
ies. This not only reduces the noise 
•which thirty boys must necessarily 
make but also permits o* the cottag-3 
being kept scrupulously clean. 


One of the important things is a 


large, light open indoor playroom, 
which figures not only for recreation 
purposes in tae daytime, but also for 
that portion of the inmates of the cot- 
tage consisting of the active, restless 
boys, who do net care to sit and read 
•during the evening, but would rather 
nave their recreation in play. Ths 
first Soor is entered both from the 
plavground of the boys and from the 
campus, the hallway running directly 
across the buildings, with the dining 
room, pantry, etc.. on one side and 
the living room, reception room and 
matron's rocin en the otner. 


The dining room is designed "espe- 


•c-ially with reference to the seating of 
thirty boys, tae master ana matron 
and instructor, the pantry adjoining 
being fitted with china closets, refrig- 
erator. sinl-t. serving table and a bain- 
marie." the under side of which will be 
fitted as a plate warmer. On the op- 
posite sine of the hall the living room, 
about 28x22 feet in size, will anord 
ample space icr the coys to be gath- 
ered about ihe tables in small groups, 
reading or playing games, being at 
the same time directly under the e_»e 
of tae matron, whose room adjcirs 
and is in direct connection therewith. 


The second story is really the key 


to the building suice it must prov.le 
a dormitory for exactly thirty beas 
of the regulation size and with tae 
requisite distance fcr aisles and pas- 
sageways. Each boy urill be provided 
Tv-itn an individual locker, placed as 
near his bed as possible, in which 
his clothing, removed at nisrht before 
retiring, is placed and locked. In or- 
der to "afford adequate escape in case 
of "fire an additional fireproof stair- 
fray, enclosed :n a brick shaft, is pro- 
Tided at the rear of the budding, con- 
necting with the other dormitory, so 
as to afford ample escape for eacli. al- 


though tb= possible total destruction 
of one portion «f the building might 
take ploc* without in :-.uy way cadsji- 
o'cring the inmates of the ether. 


Adjacent to and overlooking the 


dormitory are the master's qr liters, 
ceusisting of two rooms r,n<I a bath. 
clothing closets, etc.. having also an 
entrance direct from the hallway. One 
of the important matters is the sew- 
ing and locker room located en this 
floor, in which is provided a locker 
for a supply of clothing for each boy. 


Tae attic has two stairways. On 


this floor are the servants" rooms and 
bath, extra storeroom for the boys' 
clothing, also storeroom for house lin- 
en and bedding an-I the salitary room. 


Coal is to be delivered at the top 


of the bunkers ia the power house, 
while the supplies are unloaded here 
on a covered platform, from which 
they may be trucked into a" light, airy 
and cry fireproof stsreroom. To the 
right of the entrance is the bakery, 
with brick oven, proving room and 
space fcr bread storage for two or 
three days supply. To the left 13 to 
be a large kitchen, wiir its cooking 
ranges, soup kettles and refrigerators, 
<i:vS-!ed into three spaces for meal, ve- 
getables and miik. butter and eggs. !t 
is proposed 10 tie-liver food from tha 
central i-iaiit through subways.
